Being a Social Work student 
in second year ! was recently 
Informed of the new cnteria 
which may be enlorcea for 
entrance into the "Professional 
years" of Social Work. This 
criteria seems to be that the first 
30 students with the highest 
marks arc the only ones who 
will be accepted. The remaining 
50 (plus) will not even be 
considered. 

For a school which is built' 
around the idea of equality and 
justice, I find this quite de- 
plorable. 

Firstly, the job of a Social 

Worker docs not depend solely 
on their ability lo write tests or 



to read and comprehend text 
books (although they are 
enrolled in French classes). Is it 
fair to ask them to be expert 
translators, in order to obtain 
the necessary marks? The idea 
of such a criteria not only 
creates competition but also a 
great deal of stress and anxiety. 
This alone could influence 
people's grades in a negative 

sense. 

for the limited enrolment is 

because only 30 volenteer place- 
ments are available in Sudbury, 
for 3rd year students. To this I 
offer a suggestion: Allow 
people to do their placements 
outside the Sudbury area. 

Would it be so drastic if 



other students were allowed to 
do their placements during 

intersession? 

Being new at Laurentian, I 
am a little unfamiliar with the 
criteria committee (my infor- 
mation is mostly from word of 
mouth), but I do know that the 
committee was established last 

year. 

It took these people a whole 
summer to come up with such a 
marvellous criteria?

Dear Editor: 

I would like to know what Billy 
(Davis) and Bette (Stephenson) 
(Minister of Education) are doing 
down in Toronco with regards to post 
secondary education in Ontario, and 
more importantly 10 us in Northern 
Ontario. They are certainly not 
helping, in (act they arc actively 
eroding higher education for the youth 
and future of our society. 

Over the past few years there has 
been Government Commissioned re- 
ports released; System on the Brink 
September J 979, A Financial Analysis 
0/ the Ontario University System 1980 
— Scpicmber 1980. and The Future 
Role of Universities in Ontario (Fisher 
Report) 1981, to namo just a few. AI! 
of these reports have documented well 
the erotion of the system through 
underfunding. 

The report that I would like to use 
to show 'the seriousness of the 
situation is the Eighth Annual Report 
of the Ontario Council on University 
Affaris (OCUA) released by the 



Government less than two weeks ago- 
The reason I would like to use 
OCUA's report is that OCUA is the 
Province of Ontario's advisory body 
on Universities and Bette just does noc 
listen. 

The report states that between 
1978-79 and 1981-82, university oper- 
ating grants will have declined in real 
terms by !3Vo by the end of this four 
year period. This makes the actual 
short-fall in real terms over 260 
million dollars. Some people's re- 
action to this might be, well all seaors 

of society are being cut back. My 
response to this is, as the report points 

out that over the same period 

Government budetary expenditures 

will have declined by only 4'5o, 

The next question that might be 

asked is, how does Ontario compare 

to other provinces? Theanswcf iscasy, 

it doesn't. Ontario is 18% below the 

weighted average of all provinces in 

per student funding for 1980-81 and if 

Ontario wanted to meet ihc average it 

would have to increase its operating 

grants by over 197 million dollars in 

1979-80 alone. 



The next question that might be 
asked is, how does this effect the 
student? To answer this I will use the 
library which is one of the most 
imponant academic aspects of higher 
cducaiion. The repon points out then 
during the period 1972-73 to 1980-81 
library acquisition expenditures in- 
creased by about 85P?b while over the 
same period monograph and peri- 
odical prices increased by about ISS^ 
and 230<?o respectively. This results in 
a real decline in library expenditures 
of 3S<?o- It is necessary here to 
emphasie the need for recent infor- 
mation in the fast moving worid of 

acadcmia. 

It is bad enough that library 

material is inadequate but to top h 
off, here at Laurentisn the hour? th^ 
library is open is slowly but surely 
dwindling down to the point where a 
number of students volunteered to 
work-just to keep it open longer. 
Administration here at Laurcntian 
turned them away. 

It is important here to look at what 
the Provncial Govemmctit cxpccu to 
get out of post- secondary education in

Rush "Signals'' 
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by Sven 

It is difficult not to avoid perceiving a clash 
between an intelligent approach to music ' and 
popular rock and rool. This is alt the more obvious 
vWth the continuing survival and success of the 
ptetilent substitute for music heard from 
performers such as AC/DC and the banal and 
saccharine offerings from the likes of the Go Go*s. 

Fbrturiately this disparaging situation is not as 
hopeless as might appear: consider Canada's 
proponents of rock and reason: Rush. Their new 
album Signals combines the eloquence, intelli- 
gence, and simplicity of Neil Peart's lyrics with the 
colourful melodies and arrangements of Geddy 
Lee and Alex Lifeson producing a scintillatingly 
refresriing result. A significant improvement over 
Moving Pictures, Signals can satisfy both those 
who listen to music simply because they find it 
agreeable and those who prefer to take a more 



analytical approach. 

The incisive lyrics, influenced by the style of 
twditieth century writers such as Faulkner and 
Hemingway, explore life in suburbia, humanity, 
the power of religion, and the dilapitaiing effeas 
can bring in a thematic trameworic enaing wiin a 
mdst unabashedly puerile recountal of the 
Columbia launch. MusicallySignabis refined with 

unpretentious synthesizer use which other bands 
would be wise to note. Lee renders the lyrics with 
unusual ease and understanding while Lifeson's 
guitar work is textured and less ostentatious (han 

before. 

The individualism and ideals of Rush are 

inherently a part of Signals but they are more 
subtly Slated. This album indialcs Rush is 
miaturing, and while becoming ever more popular 
they can still create an articulate and energetic 
reult marred only by poor produaon tastes. D

Ontario Sheep off to be Sheared 



TORONTO (CUP) — "Like 
sheep wilting for slaugh- 
ter," eligible students are being 
iead to believe they won't be left 
WithoXit financial support even 
if the Ontario Student Aid 

Program runs dry. 

Bfitte Stephenson, colleges 
and universities minister, re- 
cently told students at the 
university of Western Ontario 
that despite a 25 per cent jump 
in aid applications with an 11.8 
per cent increase in the pro- 
gram's budget, no eligible stu- 
dent will be denied aid. 

Stephenson said the ministry's 
budget could be reallocated to 
obtain funding for the program. 

But OSAP director Bill 
Clarkson said he didn't know 

what would happen if the, 
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money runs out, and declined to 

comment on that possibility. 
He also declined comment on 
Stephenson's suggestion to 
reallocate money to OSAP. He 
would say only that the ministry 
has always been able to produce 
tfxtra funds when necessary. 

**The government has to have 
a sense of direction on this and 
related issues like accessibility," 
said Tim Van Wart, Students* 
Administrttive Council pre- 
sident of the University of 
Toronto. "Without h, students 
are like sheep, waiting for the 
slaughter." 

"It's up to the ministry to 
present conctete proposals and 
ideas so student fears that 
money will run out can be 
allayed," he said. 



Ontario Universities in For Even

OTTAWA (CUP) — Ontario 
universities are in for a rough 
and rocky ride this year, 
according to Canadian Fed- 
er'ation of Students executive 
officer Diane Flaherty. 

A recent report by the Ontario 
Council of University Affairs 
(OCUA) supports Flaherty's 
fears. 

OCUA's eighth annual re- 
pbrfsfateS that Ontario univer- 
sity revenues will fall $44 
million short of their basic 
needs this year. OCUA reports 
on university funding levels and 
recommends funding levels to 
the provincial government. 

"We're in for a really rocky 
road ahead," said Flaherty. 

"Ontario for along time has 
been underfunded and the 
provincial government's been 
making suggestions about how 
to solve the problem. Just lately 
we've heard some real horror 
stories aboXit what could hap- 
pen." 



She said that one suggestion 
involved the province giving 
each iilstit^tion block funding, 
then allowing it to control 
enrolment levels and admittance 
ci-iterion. This would permit 
the irislitUtiort to cut enrolment 
if funding was inadequate. 

This would particularly hurt 
smaller institutions like Trent 
and Brock Universities which 
do not have the flexibility to 
linlit enrolment, and favour 
larger schools like the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario or the 
University of Toronto. 

"The funding levels we've 
seen iri the past are no longer 
going' to be maintained," she 

Raid. 

OCUA reports that univer- 
sity funding has decreased in 
reail terms by 1 2 to 1 3 per cent in 
the last five years, but other 
government expedilures have 
only been cut by four or five per 

cent. 
Other provinces* universities 



have also enjoyed greater 
funding increases than Ontario, 
the report slates. Ontario's 
university operating grants have 
fallen to ninth position across 
the country. 

For example, while a univer- 
sity in Newfoundland receives 
almdst $6,000 per full-time 
student, Ontario universities 
receive only slightly more than 
$4,000. 

Flahdrty predicts that the 
erosion' to university fundina 



will continue until a 

national plan for post secon- 
dary education is established by 
the federal and provincial 

govern men is. 

"A rot of people arc ex- 
pressing concern about the level 
of funding in Ontario univer- 
sities, and with good reason," 
she said. "But it's not enough 
to express concern. We need a 
planned education system and 
the erosion will continue until 
we hav4 that plan."

Some of the high-lights of 



Career Day At LU

Energy policy analyst Amory 
Lovins heard a multitude of 
conservation testimonials from 
the audience after the Falcon- 
bridge Lecture he delivered 
Friday night . Swamped by 
enquiries about technicalities of 
the house insulation program 
sponsored by Ontario Hydro, 
Lovins, an american, turned the 
floor over to Ottawa energy 
analyst David Brooks and Ian 
Efford, on campus for Friday's 
Sbft Energy Paths conference. 

Lovins, an Oxford PhD, 
refered questions about Ontario 
Hydro *s promotional electric 
Water heaters to Efford, of the 
Department of Energy, Mines, 
and Resources, but reiterated 
his opposition to the cost of 
such a program: "A new power 
plant (to meet the demand for 
the conversion of water heaters 
from electricity to gas) would 
cdst the utility about $60,000 



per customer. That money 
would be better spent on 
helping homeowners find alter- 
nate sources of heat." 

Efford, v.no played a major 
role in designing the utility's 
promotion scheme defended the 
electric option giving a mini- 
l^ctur^ t6 the audience. 

The lively question-answer 
period also saw David Brooks, 
Coordiriator of Ottawa's 
Energy Probe, clarifying the 
iilstriictions of a home in- 
sulation procedure. Terms like 
"vapor trap" and "interior 
pollution" were used in this 
exchange, but Lovins, author of 
ten books, avoided technical 
jargon in the body of his 

speech . 

Peppering his speech with 
references to Wordsworth, 
Lovins made statistics more 

palatable by presenting them in 
terms nis audience could grasp. 
Lovins" traced the series of 
tstiniatcs of the "minimum** 



Wattage required to operate a 
refrigei'ator from a 1500 kilo- 
Witt level to a design that 
opei'ates on a 62 kilowatt level. 
Lovins said that Washington 
and Ottawa underestimate the 

conservation capacity of their 
citizens: "Since 1980 the US 

has saved 100 times as much as 

the Synfuel (synthetic fuel) 

industry ha^ produced, yet 

we've invested six times as much 

in that as in conservation." 

Lovins' wife, L. Hunter 
Lovins, fielded questions along- 
side her husband. Since 1974 the 
Lovins have worked as a team 

authoring 3 books and holding 
jomt appomtments at Dart- 

mo\ith and the University of 

Colorado at Boulder.
